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An Italian soldier lies dead beside the gun he had operated ‘somewhere 
in Libya Evidently the gun has received no direct hit. Last week 
the British forces in Libya cleaned out the last big Axis pocket af Bardia 
at the point of the bayonet, took 7,500 prisoners, including General 
Erwin Rommel’s right-hand man, Chief Administrative Staff Officer 
Major-General Schmidt. With the taking of Bardia, some 1,150 British 
soldiers imprisoned in the town were released by the attackers. 





When Bardia fell, the British went to work on two smaller pockets— 
Halfaya Pass and Salum. If these two Axis strongholds can be cleaned 
up in a hurry, there is a chance that Major-General Ritchie will be able 
to deal with Rommel at Agedabia before Axis reinforcements arrive. 
Here are the opposing Generals with their staffs. Above, left to right: 
Genera. Sir Claude Auchinleck, Air Vice-Marshal Coningham and, 
centre, Major-General N. M. Ritchie. Below: General Erwin Rommel, 
right, confers with Italian General Count Calvi (with glasses).
